a. Parallel Path Projects for LA River Reaches 13 & 14

8. Stakeholders open forum

a. Heal the Bay requested whether the County would be open to hold meetings to
discuss focused regulatory specific topics such as habitat goals, water quality,
sediment management, etc. and their relation to beneficial uses?

b. Working Group suggested that reaches with no excess hydraulic capacity
should be investigated for potential reduction of inflow which could ultimately
allow modifications to maintenance plans.
